WHEREAS, pursuant to Resolution R-71-93 
attached hereto as Exhibit "A," the Common Council of the 
City of Fort Wayne authorized the Fort Wayne Board of 
Public Works to extend the term of the franchise granted 
to Comcast Cablevision of Indiana, L.P. up to June 19, 
1994; and 

WHEREAS, the Franchise expired on or about 
December 19, 1993, leaving both Comcast and the City 
without an effective cable communications franchise 
unless the Franchise is extended; and 

WHEREAS, the City has received timely notice 
from Comcast of its intent to renew the Franchise; and 

WHEREAS, the City, through its Board of Public 
Works, has adopted Resolution 81-88-16 extending the term 
of the Franchise up to August 19, 1994, to allow time to 
complete a Franchise renewal process. 

NOW, THEREFORE, BE IT ORDAINED BY THE COMMON 
COUNCIL OF THE CITY OF FORT WAYNE, INDIANA: 

SECTION 1. That Resolution 81-88-16 of the 
Fort Wayne Board of Public Works, attached hereto as 
Exhibit "B," extending the term of the franchise granted 
to Comcast Cablevision of Indiana, L.P, up to August 19, 


1994, is hereby approved, ratified, and confirmed.

A RESOLUTION AUTHORIZING AN 

EXTENSION OF THE TERM OF THE

WHEREAS, pursuant to Resolution R-21-93, 
attached hereto as Exhibit "A," the Common Council of the 
city of Fort Wayne authorized the Fort Wayne Board of 
Public Works to extend the term of the franchise granted 
to Comcast Cablevision of Indiana, L.P. up to December 
19, 1993; and 

WHEREAS, the Franchise will expire on or about 
December 19, 1993, leaving both Comcast and the city 
without an effective cable communications franchise 
unless the Franchise is extended; and 

WHEREAS, the City has received timely notice 
from Comcast of its intent to renew the Franchise; and 

WHEREAS, the City, through its Board of Public 
Works, has adopted Resolution 80-265-6 extending the term 
of the Franchise up to June 19, 1994, to allow time to 
complete a Franchise renewal process. 

NOW, THEREFORE, BE IT ORDAINED BY THE COMMON 
COUNCIL OF THE CITY OF FORT WAYNE, INDIANA: 

SECTION 1. That Resolution 80-265-6 of the 
Fort Wayne Board of Public Works, attached hereto as 
Exhibit "B," extending the term of the franchise granted 
to Comcast Cablevision of Indiana, L.P, up to June 19, 


1994, is hereby approved, ratified, and confirmed. 
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SECTION 2. That this Ordinance shall be-in 
full force and effect from and after its passage and any 


and all necessary approval by the Mayor.

Resolution No. 81-88-16 


WHEREAS, on or about July 19, 1978, the City of Fort Wayne, Indiana 
(the "City") awarded a cable television franchise 
("Franchise") to Citizens Cable of Fort Wayne, Indiana, 
which was subsequently transferred to Comcast Cablevision 
of Indiana, L.P. ("Comcast") for a term of 15 years; and 


WHEREAS, the City and Comcast began discussions on renewing the 
Franchise in 1993; and 


WHEREAS, the City has twice extended the Franchise to accomodate 
the ongoing Franchise Renewal negotiations; and 


WHEREAS, the most recent Franchise extension, approved by Board of 
Public Works Resolution 80-265-6, expires June 19, 1994; 
and 


WHEREAS, the City and Comcast desire to extend the term of the 
Franchise to allow time to complete the renewal process; 
and 


WHEREAS, the City acknowledges that Comcast will not, by virtue of 
accepting an extension of the Franchise term, waive any of 
its renewal rights under Section 626(a) through Section 
626(g) of the Cable Communications Policy Act of 1984, as 
amended; 


NOW, THEREFORE, the Board of Public Works hereby resolves that: 


1. Comcast is authorized to operate the cable television 
system in Fort Wayne, in full compliance with all of the 
terms and conditions of the Franchise, for a period 
commencing on the expiration date of the Franchise as 
previously extended (June 19, 1994), and continuing 
through either the date on which the Franchise is renewed, 
or August 19, 1994, whichever shall first occur; 


2. During said period, the City and Comcast shall have 
all of the rights and obligations of "City" and "Grantee", 
respectively, under the Franchise; 


3. During said period, the City and Comcast shall work 
together in good faith to renew the Franchise; 


4. This Resolution shall become effective upon the 
occurrence of the following conditions: 1) Adoption by 
the Fort Wayne Board of Public Works; 2) Adoption by the 
Fort Wayne Common Council; 3) Comcast's acceptance of the 
extension of the Franchise as provided in this Resolution 
for the term specified in paragraph (1) above, provided 
Comcast accepts the Extension within seven (7) days from 
the date this Resolution is adopted by the Fort Wayne 
Common Council.

Cable Franchise Advisory Committee 


SUBJECT: Comcast contract extension request $ 
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In April, 1993, the Fort Wayne Common Council extended the fran- 
chise contract between the City of Fort Wayne and Comcast Cable- 
vision of Indiana L.P. by five months, to expire on December 19, 
1993. The purpose of that extension was to allow the City time to 
continue its informal process of renewing the franchise contract 
with Comcast. 


The City issued its "Request for Proposal" for the franchise 
renewal on August 27, 1993, which requested that Comcast submit its 
response within 45 days. Comcast asked for an extension of that 
time, and the City gave the company until November 1, 1993, to 
submit its application. 


The Cable Franchise Advisory Committee was confident that a final 
agreement could be reached between November 1 and the December 19, 
1993, expiration of the Comcast franchise contract. However, the 
application/response submitted by Comcast on November 1, 1993, did 
not address most of the issues that must be included in a new 
franchise agreement. 


At that time, in order to continue negotiations, the administra- 
tion asked the Board of Public Works and City Council to approve a 
six-month extension of the Comcast franchise contract. Approval 
was granted, extending the franchise to June 19, 1994. 


Since that time, negotiations have continued. The City negotiating 

team (David Hawk, David Long and Steven Fortriede, along with 

consultant Adrian Herbst), have come to agreement with Comcast on 
several issues. It is the Committee's belief that an additional 

sixty days will give the City time to determine if it will be able 

to come to a new franchise agreement with Comcast, or if the City 

should seek a new direction for cable television services in Fort 

Wayne. BICENTENNIAL

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Therefore, in order to guarantee additional time for the advisory 
committee and the Mayor to reach the best possible franchise 
agreement for the citizens of Fort Wayne, City Council is being 
asked to approve a two-month extension of the Comcast franchise 
contract. The new date for the current franchise contract to 
expire will be August 19, 1994, if Council approves this extension.
